Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  health  of  the 
:l  Borough  of  Sutton  Coldfield  and  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  and  Health 
li  and  Welfare  Committees  of  the  Council  during  the  year  1965. 

Again  during  the  year  there  have  been  staff  changes  and  with  the 
::  proximity  of  Birmingham  and  the  high  rates  of  pay  obtainable  there  for 
li  administrative  and  clerical  work,  it  has  not  been  easy  to  obtain  replace- 
i:  ment  staff.  Furthermore,  on  the  medical  side  it  is  becoming  more  and 
I  more  difficult  to  obtain  medical  officers.  Indeed  during  the  latter  part 
i;  of  1964  the  Public  Health,  and  Health  and  Welfare  Committees  were 
!|  endeavouring  to  obtain  a  deputy  medical  officer  of  health.  It  is  interesting 
li  to  see  that  on  the  5th  January,  1965,  a  resolution  was  passed  by  the  Public 
!  Health  Committee  asking  that  the  General  Purposes  Committee  be 
requested  to  reconsider  the  situation  in  regard  to  an  appointment  which 
had  been  advertised  for  a  deputy  medical  officer  of  health.  The  reasons 
for  this  were  that  no  applications  had  been  received  after  months  of 
,i  advertising  in  the  appropriate  national  medical  journals.  The  General 
‘I  Purposes  Committee  agreed  to  raise  the  salary  maximum  approximately 
:1  £200  and  hope  for  the  best.  However,  by  mid-year  1965  there  was  still 
i[  no  deputy  and  this  is  another  indication  of  the  shortage  of  medical 
il  manpower  and  also  the  lack  of  attraction  to  the  Public  Health  Service. 
i|  This,  in  spite  of  the  bursary  schemes  which  Warwickshire  County  Council 
.1  and  many  other  County  Councils  have  adopted.  The  Public  Health 
i|  Service  is  gradually  having  to  depend  more  and  more  on  part-time  doctors 
i|  who,  whilst  doing  excellent  work  in  the  School  Medical  Service  and  the 
i  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  are  not  trained  and  experienced  in  general 
I  administrative  and  the  specialised  medical  work  of  the  Department  which 

i  is  now  so  important  in  any  well-organised  health  department.  Until  the 
1  salaries  offered  to  medical  officers  in  the  Local  Authority  Health  Services 

are  at  least  comparable  with  those  in  the  other  parts  of  the  National  Health 

ii  Service,  the  Public  Health  Department  will  obviously  be  fighting  a  losing 
!  battle  in  the  competition  for  the  available  medical  personnel. 

During  the  year,  the  Borough  Council  considered  the  question  of  the 
■  residential  homes  in  the  town,  provided  by  the  County  Council  for  the  care 
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of  old  people.  The  provision  and  supervision  of  such  homes  does  not  fall 
within  the  Health  and  Welfare  delegation  scheme,  although  it  is  possible 
to  make  applications  for  such  powers.  On  careful  consideration  it  was 
felt  that  the  artificial  sub-division  of  the  various  welfare  functions  under 
the  present  delegation  scheme,  was  not  in  the  best  interests  of  the  elderly. 
For  instance,  since  old  people’s  housing  was  provided  by  the  Borough 
Council  in  the  form  of  bungalows,  flatlets  and  purpose-built  group 
dwelling  schemes,  and  furthermore,  since  the  Health  and  Welfare  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Borough  Council  in  co-operation  with  the  Hospital 
Management  Committee  arrange  for  the  admission  of  the  elderly  chronic 
sick  to  hospital,  it  would  be  a  more  comprehensive  and  sensible  arrange¬ 
ment  if  they  were  also  responsible  for  placing  the  elderly  in  residential 
homes  in  the  town.  It  is  felt  that  at  the  present  time,  with  the  separate 
responsibilities  there  is  not  the  same  interchange,  the  same  possible  fluidity 
in  arrangements  for  the  care  of  the  elderly  between  hospital  and 
residential  home,  residential  home  and  group  dwelling  scheme  and  old 
people’s  bungalows  and  flats,  which  might  and  could  be  arranged  if  the 
one  authority  was  looking  after  the  general  arrangements  and  could  look 
at  the  picture  in  each  case  as  a  whole.  In  view  of  this,  the  Health  and 
Welfare  Committee  put  before  the  Council  the  suggestion  that  application 
be  made  to  the  Minister  that  residential  care  of  the  elderly  should  also 
become  a  responsibility  in  the  scheme  of  delegation.  However,  it  transpired 
that  this  matter  could  not  be  considered  for  a  number  of  years  owing  to 
the  fact  that  schemes  had  to  run  for  a  prescribed  period  before  any  modifica¬ 
tion  could  be  considered.  The  Borough  Council  therefore  decided  to  defer 
the  matter  for  further  consideration  at  the  appropriate  time.  It  seems  to 
me  that  in  due  course  when  this  matter  comes  up  again  it  will  be  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  elderly  in  this  town  that  such  matters  should  be  in 
local  care. 


Whilst  on  the  subject  of  the  elderly,  the  importance  of  the  Meals  on 
Wheels  Service  must  not  be  underestimated.  Where  pensioners  and  the 
elderly  live  alone  there  often  arises  a  pattern  of  eating  habits  which  is  often 
prejudicial  to  good  health.  For  various  reasons,  including  lack  of  money, 
chronic  ill  health  or  possibly  what  could  be  described  as  lack  of  well-being, 
they  become  slipshod  and  lazy  in  their  cooking  and  eating  habits.  Some¬ 
times  they  cannot  get  about  easily  due  to  physical  defects,  rheumatic 
conditions,  or  difficulty  in  walking  owing  to  the  condition  of  their  feet, 
and  for  these  reasons  are  not  inclined  to  go  to  shops  to  buy  food,  and  make 
do  and  limit  their  diet.  Often  they  do  not  eat  enough  meat  or  fresh  fruit 
and  in  this  way  many  old  people  become  debilitated  and  suffer  from 
anaemia.  To  alleviate  this  situation  it  is  necessary  to  develop,  improve 
and  encourage  the  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  and  this  needs  money.  The 
money  can  come  from  three  sources,  voluntary  subscriptions,  from  the 
Warwickshire  County  Council  or  the  Sutton  Coldfield  Town  Council. 
At  present  the  voluntary  source  is  provided  by  the  Sutton  Coldfield  Old 
People’s  Welfare  Committee  who  subscribe  4d.  towards  each  meal 
provided,  and  Warwickshire  County  Council  and  Sutton  Coldfield  Council 
share  equally  at  3d.  each  per  meal.  The  old  person  pays  at  present  1/- 
towards  an  excellent  meal,  but  the  costs  are  continually  rising  and  it  is 
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important  that  the  Councils  concerned  give  more  thought  to  this  service 
and  the  important  function  it  has  in  maintaining  the  health  of  the  elderly 
who  cannot  help  themselves.  More  financial  support  is  required  to 
provide  for  expansion  from  just  over  a  hundred  meals,  twice  per  week, 
delivered  at  home.  Ultimately  new  kitchens  and  hot  meal  transport 
arrangements  will  be  required.  In  planning,  these  matters  must  be 
considered  by  the  Local  Authority  as  they  are  just  as  important  in  their 
own  way  as  shopping  precincts  and  other  future  schemes,  which  may  be 
more  attractive  to  think  and  talk  about  but  are  no  more  important. 

Whilst  still  on  the  subject  of  the  elderly,  it  may  not  be  so  well  known 
that  the  Sutton  Coldfield  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  have  continued 
to  plan,  in  conjunction  with  the  School  of  Architecture  at  Aston 
University,  the  building  of  a  purpose-built  Old  People’s  Centre  in  South 
Parade,  including  residential  accommodation,  which  will  provide 
temporary  care  for  the  elderly  when  relatives  with  whom  they  live  wish 
to  go  on  holiday  or  have  to  leave  their  homes  temporarily  for  other 
reasons.  This  Centre  will  no  doubt  provide  a  place  of  meeting  for  old 
people  in  the  centre  of  the  town  and  will  be  open  to  all  the  elderly  in 
Sutton  Coldfield.  The  cost  of  the  centre  will  be  in  the  region  of  £30,000 
and  a  number  of  public  benefactors  have  donated  towards  this.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  project  will  be  completed  early  in  1967  and  it  deserves  the 
greatest  support  from  the  Council  and  the  people  of  Sutton  Coldfield. 

In  addition,  Sutton  Coldfield  has  the  unusual  benefit  these  days  of 
having  under  development  and  nearing  completion,  a  district  general 
hospital  in  the  form  of  Good  Hope  and  it  is  also  right  that  the  Local 
Authority  Health  Department  should  examine  this  situation  and  see  what 
it  can  do  to  bring  closer  together  the  hospital  and  local  authority  preventive 
and  nursing  services.  To  this  end,  early  this  year  discussions  were  held 
between  senior  officers  of  the  Hospital  Management  Committee,  senior 
medical,  surgical  and  nursing  staff  at  the  hospital,  and  the  Health 
Department  staff,  with  a  view  to  improving  relationships  and  overcoming 
some  of  the  difficulties  of  a  tripartite  National  Health  Service.  In  the 
first  instance  the  nursing  staff  of  the  Hospital  and  Health  Department 
were  invited  to  the  local  authority  clinics  and  hospitals  in  turn  to  meet  and 
discuss  their  problems  and  see  something  of  each  others  work.  Following 
on  discussions  a  joint  scheme  of  liaison  was  drawn  up  on  the  following 
lines.  A  list  of  all  persons  to  be  admitted  for  surgical  or  medical  care  in 
the  hospital  was  sent  to  the  Health  Department  each  week.  Each  local 
authority  health  visitor  was  then  asked  to  visit  the  patients  in  her  area  and 
enquire  whether  there  were  any  medical,  social  or  nursing  problems  to  be 
I  overcome  before  admission  to  hospital  could  take  place  and  if  so,  steps 
i  were  taken  to  sort  these  out  in  good  time,  and  in  some  cases  arrange  for 
I  deferment  of  admission  where  appropriate  to  enable  arrangements,  for 
1  example,  for  the  care  of  aged  relatives  or  children,  to  be  made.  Reports 
^  on  these  visits  were  sent  to  the  hospital  for  inclusion  in  the  records.  It  was 
j  arranged  that  the  deputy  nursing  officer  visit  the  wards  in  the  hospital  at 
f  least  twice  a  week  to  enquire  about  discharge  of  patients  and  to  discuss 
I  with  the  Almoner  any  necessary  arrangements  for  such  things  as  Home 
I  Help,  the  sorting  out  of  any  nursing  after-care  problems  or  other  problems 
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which  the  local  authority  Health  and  Welfare  Department  could  deal  with. 
In  addition  it  was  possible  for  discussions  to  be  held  on  any  difficult 
nursing  problems  likely  to  arise  on  discharge,  and  indeed  the  district  nurse 
concerned  would  be  invited  to  come  and  discuss  the  problems  with  the 
sister  in  charge  of  the  ward  to  ensure  that,  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
general  practitioner  concerned,  the  proper  after-care  was  available.  In 
addition,  through  these  arrangements  after-care  equipment  could  be 
delivered  in  good  time  to  the  home  of  the  patient  and  thus  avoid  a  last 
minute  call  for  such  equipment  and  belated  delivery  when  perhaps 
transport  is  taxed  to  its  limit.  This  scheme  appears  to  be  working  well 
and  it  has  improved  the  liaison  and  good  relationship  which  already 
existed  between  the  Hospital  services  and  the  Local  Health  Authority,  and 
has  been  of  benefit  to  those  who  were  about  to  be  admitted  to  hospital  by 
giving  them  the  opportunity  of  discussing  any  pre-admission  problems 
with  the  Health  Department  and  obtaining  help  which  might  otherwise 
have  been  missed  or  hastily  obtained  at  the  last  moment,  when  satisfactory 
arrangements  are  not  always  possible.  Furthermore,  the  after-care  of 
patients  on  discharge  is  improved  by  the  Health  Department  having  much 
greater  knowledge  of  the  case  concerned  and  having  time  in  hand  to  make 
adequate  arrangements  for  after-care  together  with  the  general  practitioner. 
As  time  goes  on  during  the  year,  no  doubt  detailed  changes  will  be  made 
in  the  scheme  but  it  can  be  said  already,  I  am  certain,  that  everyone 
concerned  is  benefiting  from  these  arrangements  which  seem  to  me  to  be 
a  logical,  practical  development  in  liaison  and  co-operation. 

During  the  year  the  minibus,  very  kindly  donated  by  the  Sutton  Coldfield 
Rotary  Club  and  the  Sutton  Coldfield  Round  Table  for  the  use  of  the 
Health  and  Welfare  Services  Committee  in  transporting  the  handicapped, 
aged,  and  others,  was  put  to  good  use.  The  Committee  felt  that  such  a 
valuable  gift  should  be  cared  for  by  a  driver  who  would  be  appointed  for 
the  purpose,  since  it  is  commonly  known  that  vehicles  driven  by  different 
individuals  are  often  less  well  looked  after  than  desirable.  Therefore, 
together  with  the  Warwickshire  County  Council,  the  Borough  Council 
appointed  a  full-time  driver  to  work  38  hours  per  week  for  this  purpose. 
During  the  year,  the  vehicle  has  given  excellent  service  to  the  members  of 
the  Fellowship  of  the  Handicapped,  the  Sutton  Coldfield  Handicapped 
Children’s  Association,  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  and  various 
other  voluntary  organisations,  and  indeed  the  time  is  now  with  us 
when  it  is  unable  to  take  on  any  more  tasks  in  view  of  a  full  schedule. 
One  small  difficulty  has  shown  itself  in  the  use  of  the  vehicle,  in  that  the 
ramps  specially  provided  for  carrying  wheelchairs  have  proved  somewhat 
awkward  in  use.  The  Committee  are  hoping  in  due  course  to  have  a 
vehicle  with  a  proper  hydraulic  lifting  platform  at  the  rear  to  enable 
wheelchair  cases  to  be  transported  with  ease.  Notwithstanding  this 
difficulty  I  am  certain  that  the  Rotary  and  Round  Table  Clubs  can  feel 
assured  that  their  gift  has  been  put  to  good  use  and  has  performed  a  most 
useful  function  in  helping  those  who  required  this  specialised  transport 
system. 

The  new  Crematorium  for  the  Sutton  Coldfield  area  commenced 
operating  on  the  1st  December,  1964,  and  during  the  year  1965,  425 
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cremations  took  place.  A  medical  referee  (the  Medical  Officer  of  Health) 
and  three  deputy  referees  (The  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
Dr.  J.  W.  Brown  and  Dr.  Whitehouse-Parkes)  were  appointed.  Their 
duties  are  to  examine  the  medical  certificates  to  make  certain  that  all  the 
facts  thereon  are  established  and  acceptable.  It  has  been  surprising  how 
many  enquiries  have  to  be  made  in  these  matters  before  the  referee  is  able 
to  confirm  that  everything  is  in  order,  and  authorise  the  cremation. 
However,  where  human  remains  are  being  irrevocably  disposed  of  in  the 
Crematorium  every  care  must  be  taken  to  make  certain  that  the  cause  of 
death  is  clearly  established,  before  cremation  is  authorised  by  the  medical 
referee. 

For  many  years  it  has  been  customary  to  build  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Clinics  to  meet  the  demands  of  new  centres  of  population,  to  give 
advice  and  education  in  matters  of  child  and  maternal  health.  These 
Child  Welfare  Centres  have  played  an  important  part  in  reducing  child 
and  maternal  mortality  over  the  years,  but  within  the  framework  of  the 
National  Health  Service  it  is  time  that  their  purpose  and  functioning  was 
reviewed.  Indeed  the  time  is  overdue  for  the  drawing  together  of  the 
general  practitioner  and  preventive  and  advisory  health  and  social  welfare 
services,  and  in  considering  plans  for  new  clinics  and  other  projects  it  is 
essential  to  bear  in  mind  the  importance  of  local  authority  services  working 
closely  with  executive  council  and  hospital  services.  In  view  of  this,  new 
maternity  and  child  welfare  clinics  in  Sutton  Coldfield  will  in  future,  in  the 
planning  stages  incorporate,  where  land  is  available,  plans  for  general 
practitioner  group  practice  surgeries,  where  in  conjunction  with  the  Local 
Authority  services,  general  practitioners  could  hold  ante-natal,  post-natal 
and  child  welfare  clinics  for  their  own  patients.  Furthermore,  in  the 

I  joint  premises  the  local  authority  health  visitors  and  midwives  will  be  able 
i  to  give  their  services  to  the  general  practitioners,  and  it  is  hoped  that  they 

i  will  be  part  of  the  general  practitioners  staffing  arrangements.  In  the 
10-year  plan  the  Wylde  Green  area,  in  view  of  its  development,  is  due  to 
have  a  Child  Welfare  Clinic  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  be  built  in 

:  conjunction  with  a  purpose-built  general  practitioner  unit  provided  by  a 
group  of  general  practitioners  who  will,  in  fact,  build  their  own  part  of  the 
project  and  have  access  and  use  of  the  local  authority  services  which  will 
:  be  next  door.  It  is  anticipated  that  further  such  developments  in  general 
practitioner  group  practices  will  gradually  become  more  common.  In 
this  way  the  help  of  the  local  authority  services,  medical,  nursing  and 
social,  will  be  available  to  general  practitioners  and  will  prove  of  value, 

;  particularly  in  this  period  when  medical  manpower  is  at  low  ebb. 

I  think  it  can  be  said  of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  that  they 
have  given  of  their  best  during  the  year  and  I  am  grateful  to  them  for  the 
willingness  and  keenness  with  which  they  undertook  their  work  in  all 
i ;  sections  of  the  Health  Department.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  Mr. 

I I  Mitchell,  the  Chief  Health  Inspector,  and  Miss  Horn,  the  Nursing  Officer, 
for  the  way  in  which  they  have  carried  out  their  work  during  the  year. 

ii  Finally,  I  would  again  thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health 
1 1  Committee,  Councillor  J.  H.  Hamilton,  and  Councillor  H.  Musgrave,  the 
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Chairman  of  the  Health  and  Welfare  Committee  for  their  help  and 
assistance,  and  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  members  of  those 
Committees  and  the  Town  Council  for  the  interest  they  have  shown  in  the 
work  of  the  Department.

COMMENTS  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 

Population 

The  estimated  population  is  just  above  the  80,000  mark  and  with  steady 
building  of  houses,  particularly  in  the  private  sector,  there  is  every 
indication  that  this  increase  in  population  year  by  year  will  continue. 

Birth  Rate 

The  birth  rate  this  year  has  fallen  slightly  from  18.9  last  year  to  18.3 
now. 

Illegitimate  Birth  Rate 

This  year  the  illegitimate  births  consisted  of  4.6%  of  total  live  births. 
Death  Rate 

The  death  rate  for  the  year  is  7.5  which  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded. 
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Infant  Mortality 

The  infant  mortality  rate  has  risen  marginally  from  10.8  in  1964  to  11.04 
for  1965. 

Maternal  Mortality 

Once  again  I  am  delighted  to  report  that  there  were  no  maternal  deaths 
during  the  year. 


SECTION  B 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
The  Public  Health  Laboratory 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  has  once  again  given  excellent  advice  and 
help  to  the  Public  Health  Department.  Dr.  Sandiford  after  many  years 
of  service  has  now  retired  and  I  would  like  to  thank  him  for  all  his  personal 
help  over  the  years.  I  am  sure  we  will  have  the  same  assistance  from 
Dr.  Hutchison  who  is  now  in  charge. 

Nursing  Homes 

There  are  five  Residential  Nursing  Homes  registered  with  Warwickshire 
County  Council.  These  five  Nursing  Homes  provide  accommodation  for 
87  patients.  Registration  of  Nursing  Homes  is  not  one  of  the  sections 
delegated  to  the  Borough  Council  by  the  County  Council.  I  think  it 
would  be  an  advantage  if  these  homes  had  more  contact  with  the  local 
health  department  and  the  best  way  this  could  be  achieved  is  by  the  County 
Council  asking  the  Borough  Council  to  exercise  their  responsibilities  in 
this  matter. 

These  homes  cater  mainly  for  the  elderly  chronic  sick  patient.  At 
present  it  is  very  difficult  to  get  this  type  of  patient  into  private  nursing 
accommodation.  It  is  natural  that  the  homes  are  relatively  expensive  and 
many  old  people  cannot  get  into  them  because  of  the  cost,  even  if  a  place 
is  available. 

Furthermore,  the  provision  for  chronic  sick  patients  in  the  hospital 
service  is  at  present  inadequate,  and  this  aggravates  the  problem  of  home 
nursing  of  these  elderly  people  and  puts  considerable  strain  on  the  service. 

Perhaps  the  provision  of  more  beds  at  Good  Hope  Hospital  in  the 
foreseeable  future  will  assist.

Once  again  the  attendances  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  have  risen. 
Much  of  the  work  in  these  centres,  of  course,  is  advisory  and  educational 
in  character  and  the  attendance  record  is  undoubtedly  a  testimonial  to  the 
value  of  the  work  done  in  them.  However,  as  has  been  said  earlier,  the 
type  of  work  in  the  clinics  will  undergo  development  and  change  with  the 
General  Practitioners  doing  more  and  more  of  the  ante-natal  and  child 
welfare  work,  and  the  more  specialised  clinical  work  in  connection  with 
children  at  risk,  physically  and  mentally  handicapped,  being  undertaken 
by  the  Public  Health  full-time  medical  officers. 
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During  the  year  two  Mothers’  Clubs  were  started,  one  at  Mere  Green 
Clinic  in  April  and  the  other  at  Falcon  Lodge  Clinic  in  May.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  112  mothers  had  attended  these  clubs  on  836  occasions.  The 
clubs  have  proved  successful  and  serve  a  useful  purpose. 


Proprietary  and  Welfare  Foods 

The  issue  and  care  of  these  foods  in  the  clinics  in  Sutton  Coldfield  is  in 
the  hands  of  voluntary  workers  who  give  freely  of  their  time  regularly 
every  week  to  assist  the  Health  Department  in  its  work  of  distribution, 
and  by  so  doing  save  the  ratepayers  money. 

Our  thanks  to  them  are  due  and  their  services  I  know  are  appreciated 
by  the  many  mothers  who  attend  the  clinics.

Ante-natal  Clinics 

To  avoid  duplication  of  services,  these  clinics  were  discontinued. 

The  general  practitioners  who  are  interested  in  maternity  work  arrange 
their  own  ante-natal  and  post-natal  examinations  and  there  is  no  need  for 
the  local  health  authority  to  do  so. 

The  local  authority  midwives  are  in  attendance  at  the  general 
practitioner  ante-natal  and  post-natal  clinics  when  required. 


Preparation  for  Motherhood 

The  Motherhood  classes  have  continued  at  seven  of  the  Child  Welfare 
Centres.  The  total  attendances  amounted  to  2,060  as  against  2,042  last 
year — these  being  made  by  427  individuals.  In  some  cases  the  fathers 
also  attended  for  instruction. 

These  figures  represent  again  a  25%  attendance  of  expectant  mothers, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  more  will  attend  when  the  benefits  are  realised. 
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Dental  Treatment  for  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers 
and  Pre-school  Children 

Expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  pre-school  children  can  receive 
treatment  at  three  of  the  welfare  centres  namely:  Boldmere,  Falcon 
Lodge  and  Mere  Green,  and  the  following  figures  show  the  numbers  who 
were  treated  during  the  year.

Hospital  Accommodation  for  Maternity  Cases 

For  a  number  of  years  now  there  has  been  much  talk  and  discussion  of 
the  inadequacy  of  maternity  beds  in  the  town.  However,  the  maternity 
unit  which  is  at  present  being  built  at  Good  Hope  Hospital  to  provide 
about  170  beds,  including  26-30  General  Practitioner  beds,  should  finally 
silence  those  who  complained. 

Whilst  on  this  subject  and  with  this  maternity  accommodation  in  mind, 
particularly  the  General  Practitioner  unit,  a  reappraisal  of  the  Local 
Authority  midwifery  service  was  started  during  the  year. 

On  reflection  it  seems  sensible  that  where  possible  the  local  authority 
midwives,  who  work  at  present  in  specified  areas  and  work  with  any 
general  practitioner  who  has  a  maternity  case  in  that  area,  should  instead 
be  free  to  attend  any  patient  of  a  specified  number  of  doctors  (governed 
by  the  number  of  cases  the  general  practitioner  booked  each  year). 
Furthermore,  with  the  general  practitioner  unit  in  Good  Hope  in  mind,  it 
was  felt  that  under  such  an  arrangement  the  local  authority  midwives 
might  be  able  to  follow  mothers,  who  had  received  ante-natal  attention 
from  them  before  going  into  hospital,  into  the  maternity  unit  and  attend 
them  there  as  well,  finally  looking  after  the  mothers  in  their  own  home 
again  on  discharge. 

Naturally  this  system  of  attaching  local  authority  midwives  to  one  or 
more  general  practitioners  has  not  received  universal  acclaim,  nor  is  the 
suggestion  that  a  domiciliary  midwife  should  attend  any  confinements  in 
hospitable  acceptable  in  some  quarters.  However,  it  seems  to  me  that 
under  such  a  system  a  mother  could  have  the  same  midwife  for  her  ante¬ 
natal  care,  her  delivery  in  hospital  General  Practitioner  unit  if  this  was 
what  her  doctor  recommended,  and  could  be  discharged  home,  possibly 
earlier  than  usual,  since  she  would  be  going  home  to  be  looked  after  by 
her  own  general  practitioner  and  the  midwife  who  cared  for  her  all  through 
her  pregnancy  and  confinement. 

Discussions  are  at  present  in  progress  along  these  fines  and  as  the 
maternity  accommodation  materialises  and  the  General  Practitioner  unit 
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PERCENTAGE 


at  Good  Hope  Hospital  develops,  I  hope  to  see  some  system  of  co¬ 
operation  on  this  basis  develop  between  the  General  Practitioner,  the 
Hospital  and  the  local  authority  midwifery  service.  Certainly  it  would  be 
greatly  to  the  advantage  of  the  mothers  concerned. 

At  present  the  priorities  for  admission  to  Oakhurst  Maternity  Unit  are 
as  follows : — 

1.  First  baby. 

2.  Fifth  child  (or  over). 

3.  Mother  aged  35  or  over. 

4.  Unsuitable  home  conditions  (where  appropriate  an  investi¬ 
gation  will  be  made  by  the  Health  Department  Staff). 

During  1965  approximately  60%  of  confinements  took  place  in  insti¬ 
tutions  including  those  Hospitals  outside  the  Borough.  In  1965 
confinements  in  Oakhurst  were  356. 

Of  course,  apart  from  the  above  suggestions,  the  local  authority  mid¬ 
wives  would  still  continue  to  attend  mothers  who  wish  to  have  their  babies 
at  home.

At  Risk  Register 

The  importance  of  the  scheme  for  notification  of  congenital  defects  at 
birth  cannot  be  underestimated,  and  every  endeavour  has  been  made  to 
see  that  every  possible  care  is  exercised  by  those  responsible  to  ensure  that 
these  children  at  risk  are  registered.  In  addition  it  is  essential  that  a 
sound  follow  up  procedure  is  available  and  in  this  area  a  medical  officer 
and  the  deputy  nursing  officer  is  responsible  to  see  that  the  situation  is 
kept  under  constant  review  and  supervision. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  421  on  the  register.

MIDWIFERY 

At  the  end  of  the  year  under  review,  there  were  nine  full  time  and  three 
part  time  midwives  employed.  The  number  of  maternity  and  midwifery 
visits  during  the  year  totalled  16,481  compared  with  13,519  the  previous 
year.  The  figures  exclude  1,462  visits  in  connection  with  pupil  midwives 
and  ineffective  visits.  In  addition,  the  midwives  attended  28  Clinic 
sessions  and  also  attended  25  General  Practitioner  sessions  in  surgeries.

HEALTH  VISITING 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  twelve  full  time  and  one  part  time 
Health  Visitors  and,  in  addition,  there  were  also  six  part  time  trained 
Nurses  who  assisted  at  Clinics.  The  Health  Visitors  paid  15,990  visits 
during  the  year  as  compared  with  16,391  the  previous  year.  Health 
Visitors’  meetings  with  social  workers  and  other  talks  and  discussions 
numbered  219.  Sessions  at  Clinics  amounted  to  2,245,  hospital  visits  151 
and  2,699  ineffective  visits. 

During  the  year  2,554  Phenylketonuria  tests  were  carried  out  by  all 
nurses  and  at  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and,  I  am  pleased  to  say,  all  these 
tests  proved  negative.

HOME  NURSING  SERVICE 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  ten  full  time  and  five  part  time  District 
Nurses.  The  number  of  general  nursing  visits  carried  out  during  the  year 
was  29,019  as  compared  with  23,245  the  previous  year.

During  the  autumn  all  school  children  were  offered  a  booster  dose  of 
oral  vaccine  with  the  exception  of  those  who  had  already  received  the  full 
course  or  a  booster  in  1965.  Some  pupils  had  a  full  course  but  the  vast 
majority  received  a  booster  dose.

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  Ambulance  Service  has  again  given  an  excellent  account  of  itself 
during  the  year  and  the  staff  of  the  Ambulance  Depot  in  Sutton  Coldfield 
have  been  most  courteous  and  helpful. 

At  the  end  of  1965,  there  were  19  driver-attendants,  three  section 
leaders,  and  one  Superintendent. 

There  are  four  ambulances  each  with  double  stretchers  or  one  stretcher 
and  five  sitting  cases,  two  sitting  case  cars  and  two  dual  purpose  vehicles 
which  can  each  be  used  to  carry  nine  sitting  cases  or  one  stretcher  case 
and  five  sitting  cases — all  vehicles  are  radio  controlled. 

The  miles  covered  during  the  year  were  131,863,  an  increase  of  6,198 
as  compared  with  last  year’s  mileage.  The  number  of  patients  moved 
was  22,404,  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of  2,908.

PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE 
Health  Education 

One  of  the  most  important  aspects  of  the  work  of  a  Health  Department 
now  lies  in  Health  Education.  Efforts  have  been  made  during  the  year 
to  extend  the  work  of  the  department  in  this  direction  and  a  continuous 
programme  of  lectures,  talks,  demonstrations,  films  and  small  exhibitions 
have  been  given  to  school  children  and  adult  audiences. 

One  of  the  difficulties  at  present  lies  in  staff  shortage.  Health  Education 
is  time  consuming  if  done  properly  and  cannot  be  hurried  through. 
However,  the  Health  Visitors  and  Medical  Officers  have  done  as  much  as 
possible  to  further  this  work  in  the  clinics  and  schools. 

For  a  number  of  years  now  film  shows  have  been  given  to  food  handlers 
in  the  town,  and  this  has  proved  to  be  of  the  utmost  value.  During  the 
year  films,  lectures  and  talks  were  again  arranged  and  were  well  attended. 
The  managers  and  owners  of  food  shops  were  most  co-operative  and  I  am 
certain  that  however  many  times  staff  attend  such  lectures  and  talks,  they 
can  learn  something  new.  With  the  change  in  staff  which  takes  place 
from  time  to  time,  particularly  the  younger  staff,  it  is  useful  that  they 
should  be  introduced  to  the  importance  of  hygiene  at  the  earliest  time  and 
when  more  Health  Department  staff  is  available  I  feel  that  this  type  of 
instruction  lays  a  good  foundation  in  hygiene  practices  for  these  young 
food  handlers. 

A  new  brochure  has  been  prepared  and  issued  to  all  schools  in  the 
Borough  setting  out  the  various  Health  Education  facilities  which  can  be 
provided  by  the  Borough  Health  Department  or  other  organisations  by 
arrangement  and  has  encouraged  the  use  of  these  facilities. 

Convalescence 

A  period  of  recuperative  convalescence  may  be  arranged  for  persons 
whose  Doctors  consider  they  need  it,  the  patient  having  had  some  acute 
form  of  illness.  The  normal  period  of  stay  at  Convalescent  Homes  is 
two  weeks.  Patients  are  assessed  according  to  their  ability  to  pay  for 
convalescent  home  charges  and  the  rail  or  bus  fare  to  and  from  the  home 
may  be  included  in  the  total  amount  subject  to  assessment  so  that  needy 
cases  should  not  be  deterred  from  accepting  treatment  for  financial 
reasons.  During  the  year  seven  individuals  were  sent  for  convalescence 
for  a  total  of  14  weeks. 

Chiropody 

It  can  be  seen  from  the  following  table  that  there  has  been  a  steady 
increase  in  the  demand  for  chiropody  treatment  especially  by  the  elderly.

Originally  the  chiropody  service  was  organised  by  the  Sutton  Coldfield 
Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  and  after  many  years  was  taken  over  by 
the  Warwickshire  County  Council  in  1964. 

Until  recently  the  local  chiropodists  (registered  medical  auxiliaries) 
were  able  to  cope  with  the  numbers  of  elderly  patients  and  were  able  to 
take  them  on  their  lists  in  addition  to  private  patients.  However,  the 
view  of  the  chiropodists  has  for  some  time  been  that  the  number  of 
treatments  per  year  allowed  under  the  Warwickshire  County  Council 
scheme  (three  per  year  home  visits  and  six  per  year  surgery  visits)  was 
totally  inadequate  in  many  cases.  It  must  be  admitted  that  the  scheme 
allows  for  exception  to  be  made  in  cases  of  clinical  necessity,  but  this  only 
means  that  many  demand  exceptional  treatments  with  the  support  of  the 
chiropodist. 

However,  the  position  is  now  arising  where  so  many  old  people  are 
demanding  the  service  that  it  is  not  possible  for  them  to  get  a  booking  and 
the  chiropodists  concerned  can  do  little  about  it  owing  to  pressure  of  work. 
Furthermore,  owing  to  the  relatively  low  fees  paid  for  local  authority  cases 
under  the  scheme,  it  does  not  make  economic  sense  for  chiropodists  to  take 
patients  under  the  scheme  if  others  are  available  outside  it. 

This  situation  will  undoubtedly  become  more  acute  as  the  elderly 
population  increases  and  become  more  aware  of  the  value  of  chiropody 
treatment  to  the  feet. 

Perhaps  the  use  of  full-time  chiropodists  in  local  authority  clinics  here 
is  worth  considering  although  it  must  be  said  that  the  present  system  has 
worked  well  until  now  and  has  been  much  appreciated  by  the  patients. 
The  local  chiropodists  have  been  most  helpful  and  considerate  to  the 
elderly  in  their  predicament  and  our  thanks  are  due  to  them. 

Loan  of  Nursing  and  Sick  Room  Requisites 

A  wide  range  of  articles  is  available  for  loans  to  households  where  there 
is  a  sick  person.  These  articles  are  usually  made  available  on  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  the  general  practitioners  and  hospital  doctors  and  the  issues 
are  met  from  the  Health  and  Welfare  Department  stores. 

During  the  year  485  cases  were  assisted;  408  of  these  being  new  cases. 
No  charges  are  made  for  these  articles  and  during  the  year  1,164  items 
were  issued,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  623  articles  were  still  on  loan. 

Incontinence  Pads 

During  the  year  the  increase  in  the  issue  of  these  pads  was  considerable — 
from  8,225  in  1964  to  13,706  in  1965. 
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Whilst  arrangements  for  collection  of  used  pads  are  available,  namely 
collection  in  plastic  bags  from  the  household — in  plastic  bins  in  a  Health 
Department  van — in  practice  it  is  found  that  these  pads  are  disposed  of 
mostly  by  burning.  This  problem  of  disposal  is  a  difficult  one  and  if  all 
pads  supplied  were  required  to  be  collected,  it  would  be  a  formidable 
task. 

Fluoridation 

In  regard  to  fluoridation,  the  Borough  Council  has  recommended  to  the 
County  Council  that  in  the  Local  Authority  area  they  would  support  the 
introduction  of  fluoridation. 

It  must  be  realised,  however,  that  Sutton  Coldfield  derives  its  water 
supply  from  Birmingham  Corporation  and  from  South  Staffordshire 
Waterworks  Company.  In  regard  to  this  the  Birmingham  supply  goes  to 
areas  adjacent  to  the  Birmingham  boundaries  and  involves  2,775  dwelling 
houses,  supplying  an  estimated  9,000  individuals.  The  remainder  of  the 
Borough  comprising  22,145  houses  receives  South  Staffordshire  water. 

The  Birmingham  supply  is  of  fluoridated  water.  In  the  case  of  South 
Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company,  it  is  understood  that  they  have  the 
question  under  review,  but  as  yet  there  are  no  signs  that  there  is  any 
likelihood  of  supplies  from  their  sources  being  fluoridated.

HOME  HELP  SERVICE 

The  total  number  of  hours  worked  during  1965  by  an  average  of  54 
part-time  home  helps  was  49,841  as  against  51,716  in  1964,  that  is  a 
decrease  of  1,875  hours.  The  number  of  short  term  cases  in  1965  amounted 
to  306,  of  which  252  were  under  65  years  of  age  and  54  over  65  years  of 
age.  The  long  term  cases  totalled  241  of  which  37  were  under  65  and  204 
over  65  years  of  age.  There  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  hours 
worked  during  the  year:  the  main  reason  is  still  the  fact  that  we  cannot 
obtain  enough  home  helps  in  the  areas  of  the  town  where  needed. 


NURSERIES  AND  CHILD  MINDERS  REGULATION  ACT  1948 

The  Borough  Council  became  responsible  for  the  registration  of 
nurseries  and  child  minders  four  years  ago  and  there  has  been  a  steady 
increase  in  applications. 

The  number  of  child  minders  registered  increased  from  8  to  18  during 
the  year  and  the  number  of  places  made  available  thus,  from  49  to  194. 
This  increase  in  demand  no  doubt  reflects  the  fact  that  it  is  not  Warwick¬ 
shire  County  Council’s  policy  to  provide  local  authority  day  nurseries. 

Play  Groups  continue  to  increase  in  popularity  and  are  being  registered 
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informally.  However,  I  still  think  that  all  who  care  for  a  large  number  of 
children  in  the  absence  of  parents  should  of  necessity  be  required  to  notify 
the  local  authority  of  their  intention  to  do  so,  whether  the  question  of 
payment  comes  into  it  or  not.

MENTAL  HEALTH 

During  1965,  the  Mental  Health  Service  has  been  developed  in  three 
directions  to  assist  the  mentally  ill  and  mentally  subnormal  living  in  the 
community. 

A  close  liaison  has  been  established  between  the  Department  and  the 
General  Practitioner  and  Hospital  Services. 

The  staff  establishment  has  been  increased  to  the  equivalent  of  two  full 
time  Mental  Welfare  Officers  to  provide  a  fuller  case  work  service. 

Arrangements  have  been  completed  for  the  opening,  in  1966,  of  a  new 
Junior  Training  Centre  and  a  temporary  Adult  Centre  for  the  mentally 
subnormal. 


MENTAL  ILLNESS 

The  Mental  Welfare  Officers  are  now  able  to  provide  a  service  for 
psychiatric  patients  who  are  referred  by  General  Practitioners  and  hospital 
psychiatrists.  The  incidence  of  mental  illness  throughout  the  country  is  a 
matter  for  concern  since  it  causes  a  serious  loss  to  both  family  and 
community  of  many  able  members  of  society;  there  is  therefore  a  need  for 
effective  measures  in  prevention  and  after-care. 

In  1965,  230  persons  from  the  Borough  were  admitted  to  Psychiatric 
Hospitals  for  treatment.  In  addition  many  other  residents  attended 
psychiatric  clinics  and  received  treatment  on  an  outpatient  basis.  195 
persons  were  referred  to  the  Mental  Health  Section  in  the  course  of  the 
year  for  assistance. 

Prevention  and  After-care 

Prevention  of  mental  breakdown  can  be  achieved  in  many  different 
ways;  early  referral  of  a  patient  to  a  psychiatric  clinic;  alleviation  of  bad 
social  conditions;  reduction  of  domestic  stress  within  the  family  through 
the  assistance  of  the  Mental  Health  Social  Worker. 

The  After-care  Service  is  linked  with  the  hospital  and  general  practitioner 
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services  and  the  co-operation  of  the  patient  is  invariably  sought  as  pre¬ 
essential  to  a  successful  outcome. 

Psychiatric  Club 

This  club  continues  to  hold  regular  weekly  meetings  and  provides  both 
a  social  outlet  and  therapeutic  benefit  for  those  persons  who  have,  at  some 
time  in  their  lives,  suffered  from  a  form  of  psychiatric  illness  and  may  have 
a  residual  disability.  The  average  number  attending  on  any  one  evening 
is  about  14. 


MENTAL  SUBNORMALITY 

The  mentally  subnormal  have  need  of  facilities  for  occupation  and 
training  and  during  the  year  the  St.  Nicholas  Training  Centre  has  continued 
to  serve  this  purpose.  As  in  previous  years,  a  number  of  children  have 
attended  the  Albert  Bradford  Centre  at  Smethwick,  though  this  arrange¬ 
ment,  which  has  proved  most  useful,  will  be  discontinued  in  1966  when  a 
purpose-built  Junior  Training  Centre  is  opened  in  the  Borough.

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WELFARE  OF  THE  PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED 


The  administration  of  Sections  29  and  30  of  the  National  Assistance 
Act,  which  require  local  authorities  to  promote  the  welfare  of  handicapped 
persons  is  a  delegated  welfare  function  of  the  Borough  of  Sutton  Coldfield. 

The  physically  handicapped  may  be  divided  into  three  groups: 

1.  The  General  Classes. 

2.  Deaf  and  Hard  of  Hearing. 

3.  Blind  and  Partially  Sighted. 

Each  of  these  groups  of  persons  require  specialised  assistance  to  help 
them  to  cope  with  their  disabilities. 


1.  THE  GENERAL  CLASSES  OF  PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED

Services  Provided 

The  purpose  of  the  services  is  to  assist  the  handicapped  to  overcome 
their  disabilities  as  far  as  possible  and  to  enable  them  to  lead  a  fuller  life 
through  the  provision  of  social  and  recreational  facilities.  The  range  of 
services  is  in  consequence  wide  and  the  principal  ones  are  listed  below : — 

Provision  of  Special  Aids  and  Equipment. — 78  Persons  have  been 
supplied  with  these  items. 

Adaptations  to  Property. — Ten  persons  have  been  assisted  by  special 
adaptations  to  facilitate  passage  to  wheelchairs,  use  of  invalid  cars,  etc. 

Employment. — 38  persons  are  in  gainful  employment  and  the  Welfare 
Officer  works  in  close  liaison  with  the  Industrial  Rehabilitation  Services 
of  the  Ministry  of  Labour  in  this  aspect  of  the  service. 

Occupational  Therapy. — 39  persons  are  receiving  occupational  therapy. 

Residential  Accommodation. — There  are  seven  individuals  in  residential 
accommodation. 

Disabled  Drivers — Car  Registration. — 36  persons  resident  in  the  Borough 
have  now  been  registered  and  issued  with  special  car  badges. 
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General  Assistance. — In  regard  to  this,  the  Welfare  Officers  work  closely 
with  the  various  Government  Departments  to  ensure  that  the  handicapped 
receive  the  appropriate  Central  Government  Services  which  are  available 
to  them.  In  addition,  they  liaise  with  those  voluntary  organisations  who 
devote  their  efforts  to  helping  the  disabled. 

Holidays 

During  1965,  28  persons  attended  the  Group  Holiday  which  was  held  at 
Weston-Super-Mare.  This  service  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  Handi¬ 
capped  who  would  not  otherwise  get  away  for  a  holiday.  In  addition,  the 
Health  and  Welfare  Services  Committee  assisted  three  other  handicapped 
persons  to  proceed  on  individual  holidays  to  special  accommodation. 

Fellowship  of  the  Handicapped 

The  Fellowship  Members  continue  to  enjoy  local  meetings  and  social 
facilities  at  the  Fellowship  Hall. 


2.  DEAF  AND  HARD  OF  HEARING 

The  services  to  this  group  of  handicapped  persons  continues  to  be 
provided  on  an  agency  basis  by  the  Coventry  and  Warwickshire 
Association  for  the  Deaf. 


3.  WELFARE  OF  THE  BLIND  AND  PARTIALLY  SIGHTED 

At  the  31st  December  1965  there  were  88  persons  on  the  Blind  Register 
and  six  on  the  Partially  Sighted  Register  in  the  Borough  as  follows: —

During  the  year  Socials  were  held  twice  a  month,  and  Handicraft 
Classes  once  a  month  at  Fellowship  Hall.  The  Rotary  Club,  Lions  Club 
and  voluntary  drivers  continued  to  give  valuable  assistance  with  transport 
for  these  functions. 

Some  blind  people  with  sighted  guides  once  again  joined  the  Group 
Holidays  organised  by  The  Warwickshire  Association  for  the  Blind  at 
Bumham-on-Sea  and  Boscombe.  Coach  outings  were  arranged  to 
Ross-on-Wye,  Evesham  and  Stratford-upon-Avon  during  the  Summer. 
The  Lions  Club  organised  another  successful  boat  trip  with  the  help  of  the 
Worcester  Lions  Club  at  Worcester. 

The  annual  Christmas  Party  and  Carol  Service  was  held  at  The  South 
Parade  Methodist  Church.  The  Warwickshire  Association  for  the  Blind 
again  provided  £1  for  every  person  on  the  Blind  Register  and  grants  were 
made  for  five  cwts.  of  coal  or  £5  grants  for  those  whose  heating  was  entirely 
gas  or  electricity. 
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Talking  Books  continued  to  be  issued  by  the  Talking  Book  Library  for 
the  Blind  and  radios  through  the  Association  from  the  British  Wireless  for 
the  Blind  Fund.

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SECTION  C 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER  SUPPLY 


There  are  three  systems  of  water  supply  in  the  Borough: 

(a)  The  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company. 

(This  serves  the  majority  of  the  populated  area). 

(b)  The  Birmingham  City  Water  Undertaking. 

(This  serves  certain  areas  adjacent  to  the  Birmingham  City 
Boundary). 

(c)  Private  supplies. 

(Spring  or  well  supplies  in  the  outlying  and  rural  areas). 
Some  notes  on  these  three  systems  are  given  below : 


(a)  The  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company. 

The  Supply  to  the  Borough  of  Sutton  Coldfield  is  derived  from  five 
underground  sources  and  also  from  Blithfield  Reservoir.  Chlorination  is 
practised  as  a  precautionary  measure  at  four  of  the  supplying  stations, 
and  the  supply  from  Blithfield  Reservoir  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  at 
Seedy  Mill  Purification  Works.  The  sources  of  supply  are  examined 
regularly  and  frequently  both  bacteriologically  and  chemically,  and  where 
chlorination  is  practised,  bacteriological  samples  of  the  raw  water  are 
examined  where  possible. 

During  1965,  254  samples  of  the  pumped  water  from  the  underground 
sources  were  examined.  Of  these  248  were  free  from  all  forms  of  coliform 
bacteria.  148  samples  of  the  raw  water  were  also  examined,  143  of  which 
were  free  from  coliform  bacteria.  353  out  of  365  samples  of  chlorinated 
Blithe  water  were  free  from  coliform  bacteria. 

Regular  monthly  tap  samples  were  examined  within  the  Borough  from: 

The  Company’s  Depot,  Coleshill  Road,  Sutton  Coldfield, 

Sutton  Coldfield  Golf  Club,  Streetly, 

52  Four  Oaks  Road,  Four  Oaks. 


12  samples  from  the  Depot,  12  from  Streetly  and  12  from  Four  Oaks 
were  all  free  from  coliform  bacteria.  Chemical  composition  was  fairly 
constant,  with  hardness  around  230  p.p.m.

The  water  is  not  liable  to  plumbo-solvency,  all  36  tap  samples  being 
free  from  any  appreciable  quantities  of  lead. 

Only  one  of  the  supplying  stations  contained  any  measurable  quantity 
of  naturally  occurring  fluoride.  This  was  Seedy  Mill,  where  an  average 
of  .29  p.p.m.  was  obtained. 

In  cases  of  possible  contamination,  such  as  burst  or  damaged  mains, 
emptying  reservoirs,  etc.,  emergency  chlorination  is  performed.  Special 
apparatus  and  staff  are  available  for  this  work.  New  mains,  etc.  are  not 
brought  into  use  until  the  water  has  been  examined  and  proved  satisfactory. 

The  number  of  dwellings  with  a  piped  water  supply  in  the  Borough  of 
Sutton  Coldfield  at  31st  December  1965  was  23,160.  There  are  no  houses 
supplied  from  outside  stand  pipes.

(b)  The  Birmingham  City  Water  Undertaking. 

There  are  2,787  dwelling  houses  in  the  Borough  adjacent  to  the 
Birmingham  boundary  which  are  supplied  with  water  from  the  mains  of 
the  City  of  Birmingham  Water  Department.  The  number  of  population 
supplied  is  estimated  to  total  9,000.  The  water  supplied  is  soft  moorland 
water  derived  from  the  Department’s  Elan  gathering  ground  in  mid-Wales. 
This  water  is  first  treated  by  rapid  gravity  filters,  followed  by  treatment 
with  hydrated  lime  to  neutralise  its  natural  acidity  and,  finally,  chlorination 
before  entering  the  Elan  Aqueduct.  After  passing  through  storage 
reservoirs  at  the  Birmingham  end  of  the  Aqueduct,  the  water  is  further 
treated  at  the  Frankley  Works  by  rapid  or  slow  sand  filtration,  followed 
by  chlorination,  after  which  it  remains  underground  until  reaching  the 
consumers. 

The  water  distributed  in  the  area  of  supply  was  almost  entirely  the  soft 
moorland  water  of  the  Elan  Supply.  It  was  necessary,  however,  to  draw 
on  the  local  Short  Heath  Well  to  maintain  supplies  on  the  north-east  side 
of  Birmingham  for  a  period  between  18th  May  and  17th  June  while  repairs 
were  being  carried  out  on  one  of  the  Aqueduct  mains. 

During  this  time  the  supply  to  the  parish  of  Minworth  may  have 
consisted  of  a  mixture  of  both  Elan  and  Well  waters  with  perhaps  a 
considerable  day-to-day  variation  in  chemical  characteristics,  particularly 
hardness. 

The  tendency  of  the  raw  water  towards  plumbo-solvent  action  was 
counteracted  by  the  addition  of  hydrated  lime  at  the  headworks.  All  the 
water  distributed  was  chlorinated  at  rates  between  0.35  and  0.5  m.g./litre 
in  the  water  leaving  the  treatment  works. 

Fluoridation  was  continued  at  a  rate  to  produce  a  fluoride  ion  con¬ 
centration  of  1.0  m.g./litre. 

During  1965,  52  weekly  samples  of  the  treated  water  passing  into 
distribution  contained  an  average  of  two  organisms  per  ml.,  after 
incubation  in  agar  at  37°C.  for  48  hours,  the  highest  concentration  in  any 
sample  being  17  per  ml.  Coliform  organisms  were  absent  from  100  ml. 
in  all  these  samples.  Samples  were  taken  of  Short  Heath  Well  water  at 
intervals  of  14  days  throughout  the  year  and  all  of  these  were  virtually 
sterile. 

The  average  results  obtained  by  the  City  Analyst  from  his  routine 
samples  of  water  distributed  in  the  area  of  supply  during  1965,  together 
with  the  range  of  variation,  are  shown  in  the  following  table: —

(c)  Private  Water  Supplies. 

In  the  rural  parts  of  the  Borough  there  are  13  houses  on  private  water 
supplies. 

During  the  year,  50  samples  were  taken  from  these  supplies,  1 8  of  which 
were  excellent,  21  satisfactory,  and  11  unsatisfactory.  There  is  no  recog¬ 
nised  classification  for  this  type  of  water  supply,  but  the  classifications 
given  above  are  based  upon  results  from  the  Laboratory  and  the  conditions 
known  to  exist  at  and  around  the  supply.  In  each  case  of  suspicious  or 
unsatisfactory  supplies,  advice  was  given  to  users  on  precautionary 
measures. 


The  Minister  of  Health  has  this  year  again  requested  a  report  upon 
certain  aspects  of  water  supply.  As  will  be  noted  in  the  foregoing  report 
on  the  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company  and  the  Birmingham 
City  Water  Undertaking,  quality  and  quantity  are  excellent.  During  1965 
no  defects  were  experienced  regarding  the  quantity  of  water  available  to 
those  houses  on  private  supplies.  The  results  of  routine  sampling  of 
these  gave  rise  to  little  anxiety. 

HOUSES  WITH  SUB-STANDARD  SANITATION 

(a)  Not  connected  to  main  drainage: 

At  31st  December,  1965,  212  houses  were  not  connected  to  main  drain¬ 
age,  70  having  privy  closets.  112  houses  had  a  water  closet  connected  to 
a  cesspool  and  30  were  served  by  a  water  closet  connected  to  a  treatment 
unit.  The  Corporation  provides  a  cesspool  emptying  service  on  payment 
by  the  occupier.  Privy  closets,  which  are  not  emptied  by  the  Corporation, 
are  mostly  situated  in  the  rural  areas  and  the  contents  are  emptied  by  the 
occupiers  and  buried. 

(b)  Shared  water  closets  connected  to  main  sewer: 

40  houses  have  water  closets  used  in  common  with  another  house.  A 
considerable  proportion  of  the  houses  with  shared  water  closet  facilities 
is  situated  in  the  central  area  of  the  Borough. 
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DRAINAGE 


The  problem  of  responsibility  for  unchoking  drainage  is  not  without  its 
complications  and  during  the  year  consideration  was  given  to  the  system 
of  dealing  with  these  matters  with  a  view  to  ensuring  full  efficiency. 

Some  owners  do  not  appreciate  that  the  responsibility  for  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  all  drainage  does  not  rest  with  the  Council  and  look  to  the 
Council  to  execute  such  work  as  part  of  their  Public  Health  function. 

At  times  of  difficulty  immediate  action  is  necessary  if  a  nuisance  is  to 
be  prevented  and  the  service  of  a  notice  is  not  always  a  satisfactory  answer. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

The  work  of  reconstruction  mentioned  in  last  year’s  Report  continues 
and  the  culvert  from  Eachelhurst  Road  to  Castle  Bromwich  airfield  is 
nearing  completion. 

The  widening  and  re-alignment  of  the  existing  Plantsbrook  from 
Eachelhurst  Road  to  Penns  Lane  is  well  in  hand  and  the  continuation 
from  Penns  Lane  northwards  to  the  town  centre  will  follow.  It  is  expected 
that  a  further  contract  involving  this  latter  portion  of  the  work  will  be  let 
during  1966.  The  completion  of  the  whole  of  the  works  is  expected  to 
take  several  years  but  when  the  reconstruction  is  completed  it  is  anticipated 
that  the  flooding  that  has  hitherto  occurred  in  certain  parts  of  the  Borough 
will  be  eliminated. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA 

The  establishment  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors’  Section  consists  of 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Deputy  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 
five  additional  Public  Health  Inspectors,  one  pupil,  one  shorthand  typist/ 
clerk,  a  copy  typist  and  a  junior  clerk.  The  vacancy  for  the  pupil  Public 
Health  Inspector  was  filled  during  1965  and  the  clerical  staff  augmented 
by  the  copy  typist.  One  of  the  additional  Public  Health  Inspectors 
specialises  in  the  administration  of  Smoke  Control  Areas  under  the  Clean 
Air  Act. 

There  were  several  staff  changes  in  the  Section  during  1965  and  whilst 
vacancies  are  filled  eventually,  there  is  mostly  a  time  lag  which  adds  to 
the  difficulties  of  keeping  the  work  of  the  Inspectorate  up  to  date. 

During  the  year  1,923  matters  requiring  investigation  were  referred  to 
the  Public  Health  Inspectorate,  the  classification  of  these  matters  being

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OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT  1963 

(a)  General  Inspections 

General  Inspections  of  premises  affected  by  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act  1963  have  continued  during  1965. 

The  system  adopted  by  the  Council  has  been  to  appoint  each  Public 
Health  Inspector  as  an  inspector  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act.  Each 
Inspector  therefore  carries  out  his  duties  under  the  Act  in  conjunction  with 
other  functions  and  this  avoids  a  duplication  of  inspection  visits  which 
shopkeepers  in  particular  can  find  very  annoying. 

The  following  statistics  give  some  idea  of  the  work  done  by  the 
Inspectors  since  the  Act  came  into  force. 

1964  . .  163  General  Inspections. 

1965  . .  453  General  Inspections. 

With  a  total  of  717  premises  on  the  register  at  31/12/1965  and  allowing 
for  amendments  which  have  taken  place  this  means  that  something  like 
80%  of  all  registered  premises  have  received  the  first  general  inspection.

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(c)  Completion  of  Work 

Work  required  by  preliminary  notices  is  being  put  in  hand  but  it  is  often 
necessary  for  inspectors  to  make  several  reminder  visits  and  send  reminder 
letters  before  this  is  achieved.  This  is  reflected  in  the  number  of  visits  to 
premises  affected  by  the  Act,  i.e.,  1,434. 

It  is  difficult  in  this  area  to  find  labour  to  carry  out  these  minor  works 
and  constant  reminders  are  the  only  way  to  achieve  any  progress. 

(d)  Premises  not  Registered 

It  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  number  of  premises  that  remain  un¬ 
registered.  The  system  adopted  at  present  is  for  inspectors  to  call  at  any 
premises  which  appear  to  be  registrable  and  remind  occupiers  of  their 
obhgations.  This  has  resulted  in  a  number  of  new  registrations  during 
the  year  and  it  is  not  expected  that  much  more  than  10%  premises  remain 
unregistered. 


(e)  Accidents 

During  1965  seven  reports  of  accidents  were  received  and  investigated

(f)  Lighting  of  Offices  and  Shops 

During  the  last  three  months  of  1965,  Public  Health  Inspectors  employed 
on  the  general  inspection  of  premises  under  the  Act  gave  special  attention 
to  lighting  and  a  report  was  submitted  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of 
Labour  Circular  9. 

During  November  1965  a  survey  of  offices  and  shops  was  conducted  in 
connection  with  the  lighting  provision  of  the  Act.  Readings  were  taken 
by  Weston  photometer  of  the  light  intensity  in  various  parts  of  18  offices 
and  31  shops  and  a  report  on  the  findings  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Labour. 


(g)  Exemptions  and  Prosecutions 

No  exemptions  were  applied  for  during  the  year  and  there  were  no 
prosecutions.

CARAVANS  AND  CAMPING  SITES 

At  31st  December  1965,  eight  landowners  held  licences  under  the 
Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  1960.  The  site  licences 
are  subject  to  standard  conditions  laid  down  by  the  Health  Committee 
and  during  the  year  115  visits  were  made  to  caravans  for  the  purpose  of 
checking  compliance  with  the  standard  conditions. 


NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT  1960 

During  the  year  91  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  complaints 
regarding  noise. 

The  complaints  have  consisted  in  the  main  of  nuisance  from  noise  from 
industry  where  residential  areas  abut  industrial  areas,  and  have  included 
noise  from  compressors,  panel  beating,  motor  vehicle  repairs  and  the 
like.  Some  complaints  have  been  dealt  with  in  connection  with  alleged 
nuisance  from  barking  dogs. 

In  most  instances  it  is  possible  to  minimise  nuisance  with  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  parties  concerned  and  without  recourse  to  formal  action. 
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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


(a)  Pollution  Measurement 

During  the  year  the  Council  continued  its  membership  of  the  Warwick¬ 
shire  Clean  Air  Council  and  through  that  body  carried  out  the  measure¬ 
ment  of  atmospheric  pollution  within  the  Borough.

(b)  Smoke  Control  Areas 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  Smoke  Control  Areas  Nos.  1  and  2  were  in 
operation.  Areas  Nos.  3  and  4  had  been  submitted  to  the  Minister  but 
had  not  been  confirmed. 

During  1965  a  start  was  made  in  an  area  in  Boldmere  bounded  by  a  part 
of  Somerville  Road,  Jockey  Road,  Chester  Road  North  and  Monmouth 
Drive.  It  was  thought  that  this  area  would  be  brought  under  control  in 
four  stages.  To  this  end,  areas  5,  6  and  7  were  submitted  to  the  Minister 
for  confirmation.  At  the  end  of  1965  the  position  in  the  Borough  was  as

The  Council’s  programme  of  Smoke  Control  envisaged  the  creation  of 
five  major  areas  in  a  period  of  five  years  and  the  inclusion  of  the  whole 
Borough  under  Smoke  Control  Orders  within  twenty  years. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  the  work  of  creation  of  Smoke  Control 
Orders  proceeds  smoothly  despite  occasional  difficulties  over  delivery  of 
smokeless  fuels  during  adverse  weather  conditions.  More  attention  is 
needed  to  storage  facilities  in  new  properties  heated  by  solid  fuels  as  the 
tendency  to  cut  down  on  these  facilities  does  not  encourage  householders 
to  purchase  stocks  during  the  summer  months. 

During  the  year  the  Council  made  representations  to  the  Minister  in 
connection  with  price  increases  affecting  some  of  the  fittings  necessary  in 
Smoke  Control  Areas. 

The  issue  of  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  Circular  51/65 
was  a  step  forward  in  so  far  as  the  fixing  of  a  maximum  grant  on  various 
types  of  appliances  ensures  an  equal  grant  for  all.  The  maximum  figures 
are  found,  in  practice  to  be  acceptable. 

During  the  year  it  was  found  possible  to  adjust  procedural  work  to 
advantage  by  reason  of  the  issue  of  Circular  77/65. 

(c)  Warwickshire  Clean  Air  Council 

In  addition  to  measurement  of  air  pollution  the  Council  subscribed  to 
the  activities  of  Warwickshire  Clean  Air  Council  in  connection  with 
publicity  and  other  technical  matters. 

The  Technical  Advisory  Committee  operates  through  three  groups  and 
in  addition  to  representation  on  the  T.A.C.  the  Council  is  represented  on 
two  of  the  Groups. 

The  Warwickshire  Clean  Air  Council  issues  a  separate  Annual  Report. 

(d)  Furnace  Installations  and  Chimney  Heights 

Under  Section  3  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  the  Council  is  required  to  be 
notified  of  the  installation  of  any  furnace  of  a  capacity  exceeding  55  000 
B.T.U./Hr. 

During  1965  six  notifications  were  received. 

There  is  a  section  in  the  Clean  Air  Act  which  requires  a  Local  Authority 
to  reject  plans  submitted  under  the  Building  byelaws  if  a  chimney  is  shown 
which  is  of  insufficient  height.  Certain  difficulties  arise  in  connection 
with  this  requirement  in  so  far  as  it  is  not  always  possible  to  ascertain 
sufficient  details  of  the  installation  so  as  to  agree  a  chimney  height  at  the 
I  time  the  plans  are  submitted.  In  addition  the  wording  of  the  section 
i  exempts  Education  authorities  from  its  operation  and  chimneys  at  schools 
!  do  not  always  comply  with  the  Ministry  Memorandum  on  Chimney 
heights. 


SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS 

There  is  an  open-air  public  swimming  bath  at  Keeper’s  Pool  within 
!  Sutton  Park,  with  accommodation  for  adult  swimmers  in  the  large  bath 
i|  and  for  children  in  the  smaller  one. 
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The  bath  normally  operates  from  Whitsuntide  until  the  end  of  August 
according  to  weather  conditions  and  during  the  holiday  season  is  very 
popular  with  visitors  to  the  Park. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  season  the  baths  are  normally  filled  with 
a  supply  from  the  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company  main  and 
are  kept  topped  up  during  the  season  from  the  same  supply.  The  water 
is  treated  by  chlorination  and  sand  filtration,  the  former  by  the  break  point 
method  and  the  latter  by  means  of  pressure  filters. 

In  addition,  appropriate  chemicals  are  added  to  the  water  for  the 
control  of  pH  value  and  to  assist  in  sedimentation.  Since  the  installation 
of  the  break  point  chlorination  plant  some  years  ago,  the  water  at  these 
baths  has  been  satisfactory,  apart  from  one  or  two  very  rare  occasions  such 
as  at  times  of  extreme  usage  at  Bank  Holidays. 

The  reconstruction  of  the  changing  accommodation  and  sanitary 
accommodation  was  completed  during  the  early  part  of  1964  and  these 
facilities  are  now  up  to  modern  standards  for  open-air  swimming  baths. 

The  bath’s  attendant  tests  the  water  regularly  for  chlorine  content  and 
pH  value  and  periodic  checks  are  made  by  the  Health  Inspectors  and 
samples  taken. 

Use  of  the  swimming  bath  at  Bishop  Vesey  Grammar  School  continues 
as  does  the  use  of  smaller  installations  at  Banners  Gate,  Town  County  and 
Springfield  Road  Junior  Schools.  The  swimming  bath  at  Princess  Alice 
School  continues  in  use  and  a  new  swimming  pool  is  nearing  completion 
at  Fairfax  High  School.  There  is  a  great  interest  displayed  in  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  these  facilities  by  Parents’  Associations  and  it  is  expected  that 
further  schools  in  the  area  will  be  equipped  with  swimming  bath  facihties 
in  the  near  future.  In  each  case,  as  the  baths  are  brought  into  use,  advice 
is  offered  by  Health  Department  staff  and  samples  of  the  water  taken  at 
intervals  as  a  check  on  purification  techniques.  The  water  for  each  of 
these  baths  is  taken  from  the  main  supply. 

DIRTY  AND  VERMINOUS  PREMISES 

25  visits  were  made  to  dirty  or  unkempt  houses.  This  again  is  a  small 
decrease  and  demonstrates  the  trend  for  it  becoming  rare  for  infestations 
of  a  verminous  nature  to  be  found.  Where  such  infestations  are  found, 
however,  disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  the  Department. 


INSECT  CONTROL 

682  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  complaints  regarding  infestation 
by  a  variety  of  creatures  including  woodworm,  ants,  wasps,  earwigs,  etc. 
This  is  an  appreciable  increase  on  last  year’s  figures,  the  difference  being 
due  in  the  main  to  an  increase  in  the  numbers  of  wasps’  nests  dealt  with, 
viz.,  166.  Wasps’  nests  are  a  source  of  anxiety  to  complainants  and  the 
service  provided  by  the  Department  is  much  appreciated.  Problems  of 
inaccessibility  in  connection  with  these  insects  are  not  infrequent  and  the 
service  can  be  time  consuming. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Council  provides  a  comprehensive  service  for  the  destruction  of 
rats  and  mice  infestation  at  domestic  premises,  being  treated  without  cost 
to  the  owner  or  occupier.  A  charge  is,  however,  made  in  respect  of  all 
business  premises  at  which  treatment  is  carried  out. 

A  total  of  10,553  visits  were  made  during  the  year  in  connection  with 
rodent  infestation,  the  details  of  visits  being  shown  in  the  following  table :

CORPORATION  HOUSES 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Housing  Committee, 
Corporation  houses  are  inspected  as  a  routine  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors.  During  the  year  1,026  visits  were  made  to  Corporation 
houses  for  the  purpose  and  561  received  a  routine  inspection. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 
There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  Borough. 


HOUSES  IN  MULTI-OCCUPATION 

During  the  year  324  visits  were  made  to  42  houses  known  to  be  in 
multi-occupation.  The  number  of  these  houses  has  shown  a  slight 
decrease  since  the  previous  year  and  regular  inspections  are  made  to  ensure 
that  satisfactory  facilities  exist  in  accordance  with  the  standards  laid  down 
by  the  Council. 

In  recent  years  powers  have  been  strengthened  by  the  introduction  of 
Management  Orders  and  the  Housing  Act  of  1964  further  strengthened  the 
powers  of  Local  Authorities  by  providing  for  the  taking  of  houses  in 
multi-occupation  into  the  stewardship  of  the  Local  Authority  where  it  is 
necessary  to  do  so  to  eliminate  squalor. 

During  the  year  the  Health  Committee  considered  the  present  standards 
applied  to  houses  in  multi-occupation  by  virtue  of  Section  15  of  the 
Housing  Act  1961  and  decided  to  recommend  an  improved  code  of 
standards  for  the  guidance  of  their  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

In  co-operation  with  the  Chief  Fire  Officer  of  the  Warwickshire  County 
Council  the  survey  has  been  continued  to  ensure  that  all  houses  in  multi¬ 
occupation  have  adequate  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  and  notices  are 
being  served  where  necessary  to  bring  the  houses  up  to  a  safe  standard. 
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SUB  STANDARD  HOUSES 


Clearance  of  unfit  houses  in  accordance  with  the  five  year  programme 
approved  by  the  Borough  Council  in  1961  has  proceeded  during  the  year.

RENT  ACT  1957 

Four  visits  were  made  during  the  year  in  connection  with  queries 
involving  the  Rent  Act.  No  applications  for  certificates  were  received. 


IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

Applications  for  Improvement  Grants  are  normally  dealt  with  by  the 
Borough  Surveyor,  but  liaison  is  maintained  between  the  departments  in 
connection  with  the  potential  life  of  properties  which  are  the  subject  of 
Improvement  Grant  procedure. 

In  addition,  under  the  terms  of  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Circular  42  of  1962,  the  survey  of  houses  considered  to  be  suitable 
for  Improvement  Grant  was  completed  and  details  of  the  Improvement 
Grant  scheme  forwarded  to  the  owners  of  the  houses  concerned.  In  all, 
about  1,400  houses  have  been  surveyed  and  there  are  indications  that  a 
number  of  applications  have  been  received  following  the  survey. 

The  Inspectors  made  726  visits  in  connection  with  Improvement  Grants. 
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IMPROVEMENT  AREAS 


During  the  year  the  Health  Committee  considered  the  implications  of 
Part  U  of  the  Housing  Act  1964  and  resolved  that  a  scheme  be  prepared 
for  a  small  area  in  the  Borough. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  an  area  in  Sycamore  Road  had  been  declared  an 
Improvement  Area  and  three  other  areas  in  Riland  Road,  Mere  Green 
Road  and  Beech  Road  were  under  survey. 

The  object  of  Improvement  Areas  is  to  enforce  the  provision  in 
suitable  tenanted  houses  of  modem  amenities  such  as  a  bath  or  shower, 
hot  and  cold  water,  inside  W.C.,  wash  hand  basin  and  a  proper  pantry. 


SECTION  E 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

The  efficient  control  of  food  supplies  and  the  supervision  of  food 
premises  is  an  important  responsibility  resting  on  local  authorities. 

The  responsibility  is  met  in  a  variety  of  ways  which  include: 

{a)  Routine  inspection  of  food  premises. 

{b)  Sampling  of  foodstuffs. 

(c)  Education  of  food  handlers  in  matters  relating  to  food  hygiene. 

The  quality  of  food  is  adversely  affected  by  chemical  and  bacteriological 
contamination.  Excess  preservatives,  harmful  chemical  substances, 
dilution  or  other  adulteration  of  food  and  food  labelling  is  supervised  by 
routine  samples  submitted  to  the  Borough  Analyst. 

Bacteriological  contamination  occurs  in  a  variety  of  ways,  particularly 
by  means  of  mishandling  or  unsuitable  storage.  Food  originally  clean  or 
pure  is  rendered  harmful  by  unhygienic  practices. 

Food  hygiene  instruction  and  advice  is  given  during  the  course  of 
routine  visits  to  food  premises  and  also  by  lectures  and  demonstrations 
given  to  organisations  and  food  handlers  within  the  Borough.  During 
March  and  April  1965  two  sets  of  food  hygiene  lectures  were  given  in  the 
Mere  Green  Area.  The  lectures  included  the  showing  of  films  on  Food 
Hygiene.  86  Food  Handlers  attended  the  lectures. 

Owing  to  the  constant  change  in  the  personnel  in  food  premises, 
attention  must  be  given  to  ensure  the  maintenance  of  a  satisfactory 
standard  of  food  hygiene  practice,  and  health  education  must  be  a 
continuous  process. 


FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS 
Improvement  of  Food  Premises 

Since  the  introduction  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  in  1955, 
particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  periodic  routine  inspections  of  food 
premises. 
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During  the  year  1 ,234  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  and  attention 
was  drawn  to  231  unsatisfactory  conditions  which  were  found  in  the 
process  of  inspections.

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ICE  CREAM 


(a)  Registered  Premises 

Two  premises  were  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  during  1965, 
bringing  the  total  registration  certificates  in  force  to  217. 

The  premises  concerned  consist  of: 

1  registered  for  manufacture  only. 

20  registered  for  manufacture  and  sale. 

196  registered  for  sale  only. 

In  addition  12  premises  exempt  from  registration  such  as  hotels,  clubs, 
schools,  etc.,  are  known  to  sell  the  product  and  several  mobile  vehicles 
frequent  the  Borough. 

A  high  proportion  of  the  premises  registered  for  sale  handle  a  pre-packed 
article  only  and  supplies  in  the  main  come  from  seven  manufacturers. 
The  retailers  show  a  preference  for  pre-packed  ice  cream  on  the  grounds 
of  ease  of  handling  and  this  greatly  assists  the  control  of  the  commodity. 

The  introduction  of  soft  ice  cream  has  emphasised  the  necessity  for 
strict  control  over  equipment  used  in  ice  cream  manufacture  and  persons 
installing  such  equipment  must  appreciate  their  responsibilities  in  this 
field. 

All  registered  premises  are  inspected  as  a  routine  and  for  record 
purposes  such  inspections  are  listed  under  the  principal  trade  of  the 
premises  concerned.

CONTROL  AND  DISTRIBUTION  OF  MILK 

Since  the  1st  October,  1949,  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food  has  exercised  control  over  the  production  of  milk  and  the  local 
Authority  has  been  responsible  only  for  the  supervision  of  treatment  and 
distribution  of  milk. 

This  latter  supervision  is  exercised  by  the  inspection  of  premises,  and 
frequent  sampling  of  milk  in  the  process  of  distribution  to  the  customer. 

During  the  year  33  inspections  of  premises  were  made  and  260  samples 
of  milk  were  taken,  of  which  188  were  for  bacteriological  examination,  36 
for  biological  test  and  36  for  test  of  antibiotic  content.  The  results  of 
these  examinations  are  as  shown  in  the  following  table.

There  are  two  producer-retailers  in  the  Borough  who  retail  untreated 
milk  to  consumers  and  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  service  to  examine  samples  of  milk  from  these  sources 
for  Brucella  Abortus:  four  samples  were  submitted  for  the  year  under 
report  and  these  were  reported  as  negative. 


LIQUID  EGG  (PASTEURISATION)  REGULATIONS 

The  above  Regulations,  which  came  into  force  on  1st  January,  1964, 
require  the  pasteurisation  of  liquid  egg  to  be  used  in  food  intended  for 
human  consumption.  Small  supplies  of  liquid  egg  are  in  use  in  the 
Borough  and  these  are  often  kept  only  for  emergency  use.  Such  usage 
creates  difficulty  in  the  pattern  of  sampling  but  six  samples  were  taken 
during  1965.  These  were  reported  as  satisfactory. 


INSPECTION  OF  FOOD 

The  inspection  of  food  is  divided  between  (a)  the  inspection  in  retail 
shops  and  wholesale  warehouses  and  (b)  the  inspection  of  meat  in 
slaughterhouses. 

A  voluntary  scheme  of  surrender  operates,  under  which  certificates  are 
given  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  unsound  food  removed  for 
destruction  by  incineration  at  the  Corporation  refuse  destructor.

Chemical 

Analyses  of  samples  of  food  and  drugs  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Analyst  for  the  Borough  (Mr.  R.  K. 
Chalmers  of  Messrs  Bostock  Hill  and  Rigby)  who  also  carry  out  additional 
chemical  examinations  as  required  by  the  Department. 

Mr.  R.  K.  Chalmers  comments  on  the  year’s  work  as  follows: 

A  wide  range  of  foods  and  drugs  was  received  during  the  year  as  the 
result  of  a  carefully  planned  sampling  programme. 
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23  out  of  a  total  number  of  230  samples  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory 
and  this  represents  a  proportion  which  is  above  average  and  shows  an 
increase  over  previous  years.  This  was  partly  due  to  the  receipt  of  10 
samples  either  containing  foreign  matter  or  out  of  condition  in  some  way, 
and  most  of  these  originated  as  complaints  from  members  of  the  public. 
In  one  case  the  contamination  was  thought  to  warrant  formal  action  and 
for  the  first  time  for  a  number  of  years  in  the  Borough  the  manufacturer 
was  prosecuted  and  fined. 

The  other  13  samples  which  received  adverse  comment  were  either  of 
faulty  composition  or  the  subject  of  some  labelling  error,  and  they 
illustrated  the  value  of  regular  sampling  of  foods  and  drugs. 

Some  technical  infringements  of  Regulations  occur  from  time  to  time, 
and  are  usually  corrected  without  difficulty.  The  presence  of  preservative 
in  sausages,  for  instance,  must  be  declared  in  a  prescribed  manner,  and  in 
the  two  cases  where  this  was  not  correctly  done  the  matter  was  soon 
rectified.  In  the  same  way  the  importers  of  some  dried  onion  who  had 
omitted  to  describe  the  product  in  English  agreed  to  word  the  label  in  a 
manner  understandable  to  a  purchaser  in  this  country.  The  manufacturers 
of  some  saccharin  tablets  were  somewhat  reluctant  to  amend  certain 
claims,  however,  and  as  it  was  felt  that  these  claims  were  potentially  mis¬ 
leading  as  to  the  sweetness  of  the  tablets  the  matter  is  still  being  pursued. 

Among  the  more  recent  standards  laid  down  for  the  composition  of 
food  are  those  covering  bread  and  flour,  and  these  include  a  requirement 
that  milk  bread  shall  contain  a  fixed  minimum  of  full  cream  milk  solids. 
A  sample  described  as  milk  bread  was  found  to  contain  none  of  this 
desirable  constituent  and  investigation  showed  that  the  bakers  had  stopped 
making  milk  bread  but  this  fact  had  not  registered  with  the  shop  assistant 
who  sold  the  sample.  Some  milk  scones  were  found  to  contain  some 
skimmed  milk  powder  but  no  whole  milk,  and  the  attention  of  the 
manufacturers  was  drawn  to  the  fact  that  the  use  of  the  word  milk  implies 
the  presence  of  whole  milk. 

A  small  deficiency  of  alcohol  in  a  bottled  shandy  was  ascribed  by  the 
manufacturers  to  the  use  of  a  weak  beer,  and  they  readily  undertook  to 
maintain  a  suitable  standard  in  the  future.  It  was  unfortunate  that  a 
canned  meat  manufacturer  was  not  so  co-operative  when  the  meat  content 
of  one  of  his  products  was  found  to  be  somewhat  low,  but  the  present 
state  of  the  law  with  regard  to  canned  meats  is  not  very  satisfactory  and 
the  issue  of  definite  standards  would  be  welcome. 

The  subject  of  drug  testing  has  been  given  much  publicity  in  recent 
years  and  an  increase  in  the  number  of  drug  samples  was  made  to  ascertain 
the  position  in  the  Borough  and  to  include  more  modem  drugs.  Only 
two  samples  were  the  subject  of  any  adverse  comment,  and  in  both  cases 
the  fault  lay  in  the  supply  of  an  article  different  from  that  requested,  but 
not  incorrectly  prepared.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  that  the  standard  of 
drugs  supplied  in  the  Borough  was  otherwise  quite  satisfactory.

MERCHANDISE  MARKS  ACT 

Under  the  provisions  of  Orders  made  in  accordance  with  the  above  Act, 
shopkeepers  are  required  to  mark  certain  imported  foodstuffs  in 
accordance  with  the  Orders. 

Checking  for  this  purpose  is  normally  carried  out  during  the  course  of 
routine  inspections  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  There  were  no 
prosecutions  during  the  year,  ten  informal  notices  were  served  and  verbal 
cautions  given  in  relation  to  minor  infringements. 


SECTION  F 

MISCELLANEOUS 
PET  ANIMALS  ACT  1951 

This  Act  is  designed  to  regulate  the  sale  of  pet  animals  and  empowers 
the  local  authority  to  issue  licences  in  respect  of  pet  shops. 

During  the  year  four  licences  were  in  force  imposing  conditions  in 
connection  with  accommodation,  food  and  drink,  control  of  infection,  fire 
precautions,  and  welfare  of  animals. 


ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT  1963 

This  Act  is  intended  to  regulate  the  keeping  of  boarding  establishments 
for  animals  and  for  the  purposes  connected  therewith,  and  empowers  the 
local  authority  to  licence  animal  boarding  establishments. 

Five  premises  were  licensed  during  1965,  imposing  conditions  as  to 
accommodation,  control  of  infection,  fire  precautions  and  animal  welfare. 
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RIDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT  1964 


This  Act,  regulating  the  keeping  of  Riding  Establishments  received 
Royal  assent  on  31st  July,  1964  and  came  into  force  on  1st  April,  1965. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Section  3  of  the  Act  the  Council  authorised 
Miss  W.  Brancker  and  Mr.  R.  H.  Owen,  Veterinary  Surgeons,  to  carry  out 
inspections  under  the  Act. 

Three  establishments  were  licensed  during  the  year. 


RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT  1951 

This  Act  is  intended  to  secure  the  use  of  clean  filling  materials  in 
upholstered  articles  and  other  articles  which  are  stuffed  or  lined.  Regu¬ 
lations  dated  1961  lay  down  standards  of  cleanliness  of  materials  under 
the  Act. 

Four  premises  have  been  registered  under  the  Act,  but  only  two 
registered  premises  remain  in  use. 

Four  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  reported  as  satisfactory. 


HAIRDRESSERS  AND  BARBERS  BYELAWS 

Byelaws  made  under  Section  77  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1961  were 
confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  on  1st 
September  1963. 

During  1965,  35  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  establishments  in  the 
Borough  affected  by  the  byelaws. 

57  hairdressing  establishments  were  in  operation  in  the  Borough  on 
31st  December,  1965. 


LICENSING  ACT  1961 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  above  legislation  the  Local  Authority  is 
consulted  by  the  Licensing  Justices  before  registration  certificates  are 
granted  to  club  premises. 

During  1965,  five  such  applications  were  referred  to  the  Department  and 
reports  made  following  inspection  of  the  premises  involved. 


SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS  ACT  1964 

The  above  Act  received  Royal  assent  on  31st  July,  1964  and  came  into 
operation  on  1st  April,  1965.  The  Act  required  the  Local  Authority  to 
maintain  a  register  of  scrap  metal  dealers  within  the  area. 

Three  such  dealers  were  registered  during  the  year. 
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CONSUMER  PROTECTION  ACT  1961 


In  April  1965  the  Council  appointed  three  members  of  the  Pubhc  Health 
Inspectorate  as  authorised  officers  for  the  purpose  of  the  above  Act. 

The  Oil  Heater  Regulations  1961  and  the  Children’s  Nightdresses 
Regulations  1964  have  been  made  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

During  the  year  two  nightdresses  were  submitted  to  an  authorised 
testing  laboratory.  In  both  cases  the  samples  failed  to  pass  the  test,  one 
in  respect  of  labelling  and  the  other  in  respect  of  flammabihty.  Warnings 
were  issued  in  each  case. 


SHOPS  ACT  1950 

All  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  the  Shops 
Act  1950. 

The  Act  controls  closing  hours,  conditions  of  employment  of  shop 
assistants,  Sunday  trading  and  other  matters  relating  to  shops.  Inspectors 
normally  carry  out  their  duties  under  the  Shops  Act  in  conjunction  with 
other  duties  relating  to  shop  premises,  thus  avoiding  duplicity  of  visits. 

There  were  770  shops  on  the  register  at  31st  December,  1965. 

During  the  year  the  introduction  of  the  Shops  (Early  Closing  Days) 
Act  1965  gave  shopkeepers  the  opportunity  to  select  their  own  closing 
day.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOROUGH  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  OFFICER 

1965 


The  system  of  medical  examination  and  inspection  of  school  children 
has  continued  on  similar  lines,  consisting  of  three  examinations  during 
school  life,  with  the  special  examination  of  eyesight  at  eight  years  of  age. 

The  number  examined  this  year  was  1,599.  There  were  767  other 
inspections  for  specific  defects  and  507  inspections  for  vision  only. 

In  looking  at  the  results  of  these  examinations,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
number  of  school  children  requiring  treatment  or  observation  for  defect 
of  vision  dropped  considerably  from  a  total  of  349  to  224,  and  I  feel  that 
this  may  be  due  in  some  extent  to  the  fact  that  more  care  has  recently 
been  taken  in  our  endeavours  to  find  vision  defects  earlier,  in  the  early 
school  or  pre-school  period,  if  possible. 

The  number  referred  for  treatment  or  observation  for  nose  and  throat 
defects  increased  from  58  to  99,  and  this  is  reflected  in  the  waiting  list  for 
ear,  nose  and  throat  treatment  in  hospital  at  this  time. 

As  has  already  been  mentioned,  a  school  health  service  Health 
Education  handbook  has  been  prepared,  which  sets  out  the  Health 
Education  facilities  offered — these  include  films  and  talks  on  care  of  feet, 
teeth,  hair,  and  general  hygiene.  In  addition,  special  films  on  eating 
habits,  problems  of  adolescence,  smoking  and  lung  cancer  are  available 
and  a  medical  officer  is  in  attendance  to  take  part  in  discussions. 

Arrangements  have  also  been  made  with  two  companies  to  provide 
films  and  talks  by  experts  to  senior  girls,  on  dress  sense,  beauty  and  the 
schoolgirl,  the  art  of  make-up  and  care  of  the  skin. 

I  would  thank  the  Head  teachers  in  particular  for  their  co-operation 
during  the  year,  for  without  this  it  would  be  difficult  to  carry  out  the 
school  medical  examination  and  health  education  programmes. 

I  also  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committees  concerned 
for  advice  and  encouragement.
